
HORSES IN TRAINING. 



The mild weather of this winter has been ex- 
tremely favorable to horses, so much so that 
trainers in charge of those quartered at the 
New York tracks have been able to give their 
charges an nnnsnal amount of light work, with 
the result that the majority conld now be 
quickly fitted for racing if the season for active 
operations was at hand. This is a condition 
that angnrs well for the success of the early 
meetings. The following from the Morning 
Telegraph of Thursday depicts an almost sum- 
mer-like state of affairs at the Gravesend track : 

“The track was in the most perfect condition. 
It has bean harrowed and scraped repeatedly, 
and when the trainers are ready, which they 
soon will be, to start breezing work, it can be 
easily indulged in. The Brooklyn Boulevard in 
its present Btate is an ideal galloping ground, 
and when fast work is to be begun the racers 
who have been jogged over it can easily be 
taken to the race track and be sent down the 
line with no fear of harm. All the morning 
from King’s Highway to the Coney Island front 
many sets could be seen at trotting and canter 
ing work, and the scene was a most animated 
one. 

“The G. B. Morris extensive string was out in 
three sets and they looked a gallant lot as they 
sniffed the fresh air and chafed at their bitB. 
The first set, led by the crack three-year-old 
Pupil, was out at an early hour and looked 
very racy-like. Another set, all being of the 
two- year-old division, had the stable’e fine filly 
by Salvator— Miss Woodford as leader, and they 
also looked a tidy lot. This string was 
charge of a stableman mounted on a wheel, 
which, though seeming something of an inno' 
▼ation from a horsy standpoint, was not half 
bad when put to practice, for he had perfect 
controlof his machine and could view the work 
of hie charges to perfection. 

“Thomas Green, besides the four-year-old, For- 
sooth, had the youngsters, Doctor Barlew, by 
Chorister— Logic; Marie Bolton, by St. Leon- 
ards — Harpsichord; Annie Thompson, by Chor- 
ister— Ocean Qneen ; Frank Hall, by St. Leon- 
ards — Katena, and an unnamed one by Hanover 
—Jersey Girl doing jogging exercisa on the 
boulevard. This lot are all to be prepared for 
the Aqueduct meeting, and it looks certain that 
they will not be neglected in the meantime, 
Doctor Berlew has almost entirely recovered 
from the fall to his knees which be sustained a 
few days ago. 

“J. H.Carr’B Grey Jacques, Elfin Conig and a 
lot of two-year-olds were also indulged in exer- 
cise on the smooth surface of the boulevard and 
there was no fault to find with them. 

“On the track, trainer Frank McCabe had his 
youngsters and old horses out in two ssts. His 
two-year-olds, which are composed of the fol- 
lowing, are a smart lot: chestnut colt Hender- 
son, by Hindoo— Corinne; chestnut colt Hem- 
boldt, by Hanover— Lida Stanhope; bay colt 
American, by Iroquois— Bandana; chestnut colt 
Hinsdale, by Hanover— Dilemma; bay gelding 
Westerner, by Himyar— Sly Wink; bay gelding 
Maiden, by Lissak— Mag Bapture, and bay colt 
Averne, by Albert— Zetetic. The stable’s handi- 
cap candidate, Half Time, which has been se 
leniently treated in the Brooklyn and Subirban 
108 pounds in each, and 107 pounds in the Brigh 
ton, took his open air exercise on the track, along 
with His Boyal Highness and others, and looks 
ready enough to stand the severe ordeal of a 
preparation for the big events. He will un- 
doubtedly by pointed for the Brooklyn, as Mr, 
Dwyer would much enjoy pulling off the star 
event at the track in which he takes such an 
interest. Neue of the stable’s runners are to 
I» prepared for the Aqneduct meeting, but will 



face the flag for the first time during the season 
at the Morris Park spring meeting. 

“William Hueston, who handles a string of 
seven, had them all on the track during the 
morning in three sets. They are composed of a 
couple of fillies by Grand Master, which are the 
property of Mr. E. D. Craven; the two-year-olds 
The Jade, by Ben Strome — Ben Amy, and Loving 
Kindness, by Logic— Relief ; the three-year-old 
Prejudice, the four-year-old Hungarian and the 
five-year-old Kriss Kringle. The youngsters are 
a shapely lot, and Kriss Kringle is most pre- 
sentable in looks. They are meant to see the 
flag at the Queens County Jockey Club meeting. 

“E. L. Graves had a couple of setB out at easy 
exercise and, as is usual with him, he rode in 
company with his horses and personally con- 
ducted their paces. The stable’s handieap can- 
didates— Box, 118 pounds in the Brooklyn and 
117 pounds in the Suburban and Brighton, and 
King Barleycorn, 112 pounds iu the Brooklyn 
and Suburban — are not in badly, and as they 
took their jogging work they looked a smart 
pair. 

“Owner and trainer H. E. Leigh, who has one 
of the finest strings of racers at the course, was 
in no way behind his fellow trainers in his at- 
tention to his horses, and they got the same 
open air work that was the order of the day 
with the others. May Hempstead, which is the 
stable's offering for the Brooklyn and the Sub- 
urban, with 115 and 114 pounds, respectively, is 
looking extremely well and took to her easy 
work in good style. The three year-olds Ildrim 
and Vulcsin and the two-year-old Luke Black- 
burn — Duchess colt and others were all shown 
on the track to jogging exercise." 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



David Gideon’s batting philosophy, as set 
forth in a dispatch to the Tribune last Monday, 
hit very close to the center when he said: “I 
know people talk about public form and all 
that, but I also have learned by experience 
that a m an can Ioeo hie money on a horse which 
is by twenty pounds the best of the lot in the 
race, and when it comes to a handicapper put- 
ting on his money because he figures his horse 
34 pou nds the best, and then yelling because he 
does n ot ‘cash,’ then I say such men should be 
treated as enemies of the turf. Why, the slight 
est jostle. will throw a torse out of the race 
and yet such accident is not patent to even 
those watching the race closely. Of course, 
there are inferior animals that can be weeded 
out by figures, but enough of like class are left 
in each race to make pickiDgths winner a most 
uncertain proposition. But the form players 
will have it that when the best horse loses 
something is wrong. 

“One of the biggest plungers on the turf, when 
before an investigating committee of the 
Jockey Club, in anewer to the question, ‘Do 
you think anything wrong is going on?’ said 
defiantly: ‘Of course I do. I haven’t wen a 
bet in five days.’ And thiB man then offered to 
bet that if heroes ran on the square he conld 
pick more winners than anybody else. That 
was the silliest argument I ever heard, and no 
attention was paid to it.” 



The horses at the Memphis track are all in 
goed health. Algol was slightly off with a cold 
but is all right now, though but little is being 
dene with him. Serrano is being galloped daily 
and appears full of life. Lieber Karl is doing 
fine, and is expected to be a good horse this 
season. He did not race last year on account 
of a bad leg, but the affected part has grown 
strong again, and looks as if he will surely 
stand training. Crocket is doing the best that 
eeuld be expected, and may prove a greater
